Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The basis of Applicant's arguments is that "Applicant's claims are drawn to the hardware level of a computer system" (Applicant's 
remarks, page 7, first paragraph). However, the plain language of the present claims does not require physical hardware cells and does 
not exclude the logical partitions or cells taught by Lee. Only the proposed new claims introduce the limitation that each cell comprises 
elements "at [the] hardware level." Nonetheless, the processors, memories and interfaces taught by Lee that compose each logical cell 
are indeed physical functional units (see, for example, partitioned hardware 230 in FIG. 2 and column 5, lines 32-39). 

The examiner does not agree with Applicant's characterization that Lee teaches away from the combination (Applicant's remarks, 
page 8, last paragraph). Lee teaches that the nonvolatile memory (NVRAM) is partitioned (see, for example, column 5, lines 32-39). 
Goodman teaches updating the firmware in the nonvolatile memory of one node or cell with firmware copied from the nonvolatile 
memory of another node or cell in the same system (see, for example, paragraph 0019, lines 3-9 and paragraph 0027, lines 10-13). The 
suggestion or motivation to combine the references was set forth in the final Office action. 

Furthermore, the examiner does not agree with Applicant's characterization that Forsman teaches away from the combination 
(Applicant's remarks, page 9). Goodman teaches updating the firmware in one node or cell with firmware copied from another node or 
cell in the same system (see, for example, paragraph 0027, lines 10-13). Although Goodman is silent as to whether the firmware in the 
first cell is corrupt, Forsman suggests updating the firmware to recover from corruption (see, for example, column 6, lines 16-28). 
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
